ire worth scarcely more than a dol- 
ar.

The 
mussels here are the same as those 
found in the Miami and Mississippi, 
rivers that have yielded up fortunes 
and p'oduced many beautiful pearls, 
but they seem to lack the knowledge 
of what" is reaily a good pearl.

tali of rain. The storm was severe 
and M>me damage was done. 
The storm came w ith wind that 


blew great clouds of dust through the 
streets and caused inconvenience in 
many 
households. Dust was deep 


everywhere and it was caught up by 
the " wmd and whirled along un- 
til 
pedestrians 
were 
greatly in- 


convenienced. Trees 
suffered, but 
the 
damage was not 
great in 


the city. A tree in Courthouse park 
lost a limb and a number of small 
trees in other parts of town were 
blown down. 
The rain came in showers and every 


shower was a sheet. Main street was 
dooded and at the corner of Sixth a 
lake was formed. Water there was so 
deep as to Hood sidewalks. So great 
w:ts the rainfall that great quantities 
of water poured off the bill and wash- 
ed the paved streets thoroughly. 


Walnut street suffered from the 


rain, the street 
being filled with 
water in places from curb to curb. 
The cellar of Councilman Bancroft's 
siore was half tilled and considerable 
damage was done, 'rhe improvement 
at Chestnut and North Fifth prevent- 
ed damage there. 
The rain was received with bless- 
ings by the farmers throughout the 
county, for to them it meant many 
dollars. Peaches and other fruits were 
sadly in need of rain and if it had 
not" come the great crop would 
have been seriously damaged. 
Corn- 


fields had long been dry and the crop 
was in danger. Even now the state- 
ment is made that corn on bill farms 
cannot be saved and o ly a small pro- 
portion of the expected crop will be 
husked. The bottam lands, however, 
will be greatlv aided by the rain of 
Wednesday night. Pastures, almost 
burned our, will be renewed, and this 
whole section will be benefited.
